Tue Basxs or Newrounptaxp. These hanks 
extend over a space of forty thousand miles, and are 
from th'rty to forty-five fathoms below the surface of 
the ocean. ‘The shoals are inhabited by innumera- 
ble tribes of muscles and clams, to which it is a fa- 
vorite residence, as they can easily bury their shells 
in the soft sand. They have enemies to contend with, 
The codfish resort to ths coastio prey on them.— 
They keep - con-tant wateh. and swim about a foot 
above the submarine sands; when a mascle opens 
its shell. it is immediately seized aud devoured. At 
other times the fish do not wait: they are provided 
with a horny protaberance round their mouths ; with 
this they burrow m the sand, and capture the mus- 
ele in its shell. The fishermen of various nations, 
Freuch, English, and Americans, who resort to these 
bauks, take annually from eight to ten millions of fish; 
on opening them they find the remains of twenty o1 
filty museles in each—sometimes the muscle shells 
are found either wholly or partially dissolved., The 
first care of the fishermen ofter taking their stations, 
is to ascertain the depth of water; the lines must 
he regulated so as to lie on the bottom, where the 
fish are always engaged in this species of sub-marine 
war. 





The new floating steam bridge, intended to ply be- 
tween Morice Town and Torpoint. was tried on 
‘Thursday last, when it passed and repassed several 
times. The Right Hon R. P Carew, Mr. Reudal, 
engineer, and others, were present, and were much 
gratified at the success of the undertaking. The 
average time occupied in passing from one shore to 
another (a distance of 3 of a mile) did not exceed 5 
minutes, and on one or two occasions she cid the 
passage in 44 minutes, with the utmost ease. stop- 
ping to an inch, when directed by the conductor.

At the age of fifty he went to Paris 
vs arelugee, and for a long tia e was indebted entire- 
ly for support to the profits which he cer ved from the 
sale of wines in smal) quantities to the foreigners resi- 
dent in Paris, who preter the product of Xeres and 
Madeira to that of the Freweh vineyards. By de- 
grees he became a wholesale wine merchant. and at 
length began to operate on the Stock Exchange, aud 
ere long, became a contractor. In this way he ac- 
cumulated an enormous fortune. He purchased for 
£60,000 a fine estate at Soissy, onthe banks of the 
Seine, at about twenty miles from Paris, and more 
recently another estate of 6000 acres. in the same 
neighborhood. He hasereeted at his own expense. a 
beautiful chain bridge near Soissy, which cost £25,- 
000 sterling, upon which be has levied a toll, which 
produces about one per cent. interest of capital, au 
Is about to expefid enormous «ums in further improves 
wents, Although over a wide part of the Seine it 
has no arch, aud is elevated so that steamboats can 
pass under with perfect ease without lowering their 
chimnies. Aguardo is said to be worth more than a 
million sterling. Ten years ago he was almost with- 
out the means of support.

UNPRECEDENiAD bRAT OF MANUAL LaBor. 
At the dimer, aiter the Piouginug Match which took 
place at Birch, in ths county, last Easter Monday, 
ihe subject of manual labor was introduced. Sever- 
al extraordiuary pertormances were mentioned in the 
several departments of ploaghmg, reaping. mowing, 
&e., when Mr. John Hatley, of Rivenhall, betted 
Mr. Luagley. o Kelvedon, two sovereigns, that be 
could produce a laborer i his employ who could fill 
W carts or tumbecls of fair rotten muck in 12 hours ; 
each cart to contain forty imperial bushels, heape 
alter the mauner of coal; to clear the botiom of the 
muck Leap, aud to periorm the same in a workman- 
like manuer. Tuesday, the 2hh alt. was appointed 
to decide the wager. ‘Two umpires were appomted, 
when John Pease, of Cressing, began to periorm his 
hereulean task ; and,to the astonishment of those 

it heeft led lu~ ferty cares, or 1500 trushets, 
the shorttime of seven heurs and twenty-five min 
utes, without much apporent fatigue. The  fir-t 
fourteen leads he filled um two hoars and two min- 
ules; he took refreshments three times. resting about 
ten mintttes on each occasion—so that he actually fil- 
let the forty loads within seven hours. ‘The manure 
‘hus filled was not in the best state ; it was not soffi- 
cently rotten to spit or dig well. ‘Phe usual number 
of loads allotted for a laborer to fill ma day is fitteen 
ouly of the same siz dearts. The suceessiul laborer

Nov, 10. is from a personal aequaintance,— “a Yan- 
kee among the Nullifiers’”—whose accuracy may be 
implicitly relied on. We expect other gommunica- 
tions from the same source herealfier. 


The road consists of a single Track, with turn-outs 
at various places. The rails of the traek are built of 
the timber of the country, hard pine full of pitch. An 
the wet and boggy places first are driven piles, ten 
feet, more or less, into the soil. Over these connec- 
ting timbers are placed : then cross timbers keep the 
connecting timbers at an equal distance from each 
other. On the ends of the cross timbers the rail tim- 
hers are placed : on the inner side Of their upper sur - 
face the irous ae nailed, all of them throughout being 
of the same width. Tu the few excavated places tha: 
occur, the same cowstruction exists, except that there 
are no piles, the comecting timber in the former case 
lying hard upon the ground. 

The city of Charleston being one dead Fevel, as 
well as the surromading country for miles, there are 
excellent routes for rail-roads. The expense of them 
is of course far less than at the North, where bridges 
are to be built, hills cut through, and the like. In- 
deed, the expense of the whole of this road is said to 
be less than any one of the Northern rail roads. 

Before we started, the engine was sent off some 
distance tobe tried. After the passengers had been 
detained some quarter-honrs beyond the appointed 
hour, they started at the rate of ten or twelve kuots. 
The comtry, as far as eye could see, was shaded 
with here and there a solitary live-oak, and woods of 
piteh-pine. In a little while the speed of the engine 
| hegan sensibly to diminish, and soon after came to an 
end. Fhe cause of this stoppage, 1 was told, was 
“ want of steam.” So,after Sambo had been sent to 
pick ap some brush and other procurable fuel, the en- 
gine began to go againlike the Dutchman, who, 
while advancing in the march, stopped to light bis 
pipe, that he migit attack the enemy under cover of 
‘the smoke. 

On arriving at Woodstook, about 15 miles from 
Charleston, we saw a small patch of segar, which 
had been planted on experiment. A gentleman who 
examined it said that it had been nipped by the frost 
before ripe.

The road seemed to vary in construction in no re- 
} spect from the part'at Charleston. The management 
of the engine was indeed wonderful. Now it went 
as if Satan was at ifs heels ; now it scarcely dragged 
‘its freight. Severattimes it came to a dead stand— 
for “want of steam.” By and bye, as it had just 
crossed a small rivdlet, a short distance from Colum- 
hia, a jar was sensibly felt. Presently “step” was 
heard from one of the passengers. “‘ Stop, engineer,” 
h was vociferated all around. At last the engine was 
stopped. Some of the passengers began to get out. 
[looked out, and saw something crawling at a dis- 
tance in the rear, beside the rails. On approaching 
nearer, I saw a groaning negro. “ Was he injuied 
much 7” said one. I went to the sufferer, and saw in 
Fhim a negro of about 50 years of age, wonnded in 
the head and legs. “JT am all over for this world,” 
said the poor fellow. On looking still further, a chill 
came upon my nerves, as keaw blood streaming pro- 
fusxely from his right foot, and his lefi but one mingled 
mass of blood, dust, and broken bones. Part of it 
was smashed to atoms ! 

He was placed in the ear and’ carned to Columbia 
“ Biad it ip spiritsof wrpentiney” cried one. For my 





own part, seeing the kind of surgical skill to which the 
poor fellow was to be subjected, as a duty to human- 
ity, though a stranger, 1 stepped up and begged therti 
to wash away the dirt and clotted blood with wart 
water, and to stop the hermorrhage with clean line 
lint, and a bandage upon the parts above, until @ sut* 
geon could be procured. “ Do youthiuk he will evéf 
be worth any thing again?” cried one. “ How much 
will he sell for néw, suppose?” said a second. At 
length, seeing my advice little heeded, and hearing 
muttered cufses about the “ ———= medd!esomé 
Yankee,” I deemed it prudent to withdraw. 

What became of the wounded black; I could névet 
again learn. And why the engineer never saw hist 
upon the rails, or did not stop the engine in time, re- 
mains to me still a matter of mystery. But a slave;

From Columbia the road began to grow red. 
was told the effeet Was owing to a red clay that ex 
tends through the whole State, aad gives to much of 
the land a frightful appearance. 

After continuing during the afternoon, in the above 
mauner—stopping, then going fast, then slow agdin 
—we arrived at two or three log houses, and one half 
built “tavern” amid a half burnt forest of pitch 
pine. Here was Blackville. A few fires glimmered 
on the ground :3a square, rough-boarded fabtie stood 
by the road side, which was the “store house.”—Here 
was to be our tarrying place for the night. We had 
avcomp'ished the wonderful distance of 90 miles from 
8 A. M. to 64 P. M. on a rail road, through a country 
with a hard soil, and with not a hill rising twelve feet 
the whole jeurney. The whole country for 100 miles 
from the sea-cnast was as level as your frog pond. 
(fier warming ourselves, we were shown into @ 
room furnised with a few old chairs and a table. The 
food upon it was good; the cooking. probably that of 
Afier supper, 1 went out and 
stood by the fire in the opeti air. The thought of be- 
ing alohe, unknown to a single soul, at 1000 miles 
from home, in a desert barren landcame forcibly to 
mind, The climate, too, seemed changed. Here 
was nought but a vapory, contaminated atmosphere j 
while on the Connecticut, the bracing westerly wind 
blew life and health to its infabitants. At Jast, tired 
and fatigued, T applied for a couch to the landlord. 
Th ve were, I believe but five rooms, and about 25 
or 30 passengers were to share them. The landlord 
led me to a room containing three beds. The qués- 
tion wasa:ked him if no other room could be obtain- 
ed with a single bed, or with but two at farthest =~ 
“None,” he replied, adding, at the same time that f 
“had better wait a little while, as pethaps he should 
have to put another into the saniv cot,” pointing to 
the same bed I had selected, 

The toom was oectpied by four—a New Yorker 
and a Georgian in one bed, a ‘raal tar’ in a second, 
and inyself ina thitd. The Georgians have naturally 
some of the best of hearts. Henee, why a Yankee 
should be thought worthy of one’s society. A South 
Carolinian would have shunned the N. Yorker as if a 
wild heast. 

There being no appeal from this mode of sleeping, 
subm ssion seemed best. Five rooms were built, 
opening into one éfitry, separated from each other by 
a hoatded partition, of which the open cracks were 
often one inth only in width. Besides, the partitions 
did not extend to the top. The rooms very much re- 
sembled a row of stallsin a stable, open above. Any 
thing said at one end could be heard at the otheg Ia 
one of them were several ladies. ‘ 

After having slept soundly, the bell rang, and ‘ get 
up’ was the watch word, Having dressed, &c., the 
Jor to breakfast soon opened. Of the latter F 
make no complaint, ex¢ept of its cooking. The fee 
of $1.00 was paid and we started again. 

The road continued as before. The land grew un- 
even. Long and undalating hillocks appeared. 
Where those were cut through, the ground exactly re- 
sembled brick-dust. Here commenced the upland. 
Nearly 100 miles had been but one vast flat plain. 

The country grew more and more hilly till we 
reached “ Aiken,” 120 miles from Chareston, where 

he car stopped, and our baggage was taken out. and 
put into another car, to go down the “inelined plane.” 
The old car immediately returned to Charleston.— 
The new one was let down the inclined plane by ne- 
groes. Its perpendicalar descent might have been 
200 feet, in a horizontat distance of 1200. The rails 
were well built on the “ in¢lined plane’’—when at the 
bottom, 75 cents was demanded. We stepped into a 
car with a very mean Covering, like that of a North- 
ern “ covered light wagon.” On either side was a 
stand with railings. ‘Two negroes on each stand 
turned a crank im its centre. We soon began to go 
about 5 or 6 miles an hour. The country became 
more hilly inour cruise. At4, P. M. the car stopped 
at Hamburg, 136 miles from Charleston. Having 
heen apprised of the fareseventy-five cents each— 
demanded by the stage for carrying passengers across 
Augusta bridge, about one half the width of old 
Charles River bridge, I slipped a quarter into a ne- 
gro’s hands and walked on foot while he lugged my 
baggage in the U. &. Hotel in the city. The stage- 
driver seemed chagrined.

The oth- 
er hunter seeing the danger of his comrade, sprang off 
his horse, and attempted to shoot the leopard through 
the head; but whether owing to trepidation or the 
fear of wounding h&% friend, or the quick motions of 
the animal, he uafortunately missed. 

The leopard abandoning his prostrate enemy, dar- 
ted with redoubled fury upon his second antagonist, 
and so fierce and sudden was his onset that before 
the boor could stab him with his hunting knife, the 
savage beast struck him on the head with his claws, 
and actually tore the sealp over his eyes. In this 
frighttul condition, the hunter grappled with the leop- 
ard; and, struggling for life, they rolled together 
down a steap declivity.

REMARKS ON PAUPERISM. NO. VIL. anp vast. 

It is from moral reform alone, that any considera- 
ble diminution in poverty, pauperism and crime is 
to be expected. Efforts should be made to induce 
the drunkard to become temperate, the idler to be in- 
dustrious, and the improvident to practice economy. 
Persuasion will sometimes be effectual ; and kind, 
untiring labor will occasionally be rewarded by the 
reformation of individuals, low in degradation. But 
preventive measures are far more to be relied on 
than remedial. If the causes of profligacy can but be 
removed, the profligates will not long be numerous. 
Public opinion is all powerful—law cannot compel it, 
but itcan compel Jaw. Whatever public sentiment 
determines to put down, must go down. When it 
wills the destruction of temptation to vice and ruin, 
they will soon disappear. Hence the importance of 
an enlightened, éorrect public #pinion. 

‘The high road to a stable sufficiency and com- 
fort among a people is through the medium of char- 
acter. ‘The community should be imbued with a taste 
for the respectabilities of life, that their virtuous and 
prudential habits may be iucreased:”” A foolish pride 
that leads to extravagence is pernicious, but there is 
a pride of character or self-respect that is commen- 
dable and should always be encouraged.

Maddening jealousies between 
different classes in Society ought always to be dis- 
couraged, for they mutually depend on each other for 
many of the comforts of life. The poor need en- 
couragement and sympathy. If ignorant of their 
own powers and resources they should be taught, and 
persuaded to exert themselves to the utmost to sus- 
tain a respectable independence. ‘hey should be 
advised as long as possible to avoid applying for pub- 
lic aid ; for when they have once become the recipi- 
ents of public charity, and voluntarily classed them- 
selves amoug paupers, they will almost invariably 
lose all feelings of self respect, and rarely rise again 
in character. Kind and judicious advice will often 
be well received and do great good. To illustrate 
these remarks as well as to show the benefit of those 
admirable institutions of modern philanthropy, Sav- 
inGs Banks, I will repeat a statement lately made by 
one of the Guardians of the poor who is also Presi- 
dent of the Savings Bankin a southern city. 

He said that five years ago last winter, a poor 
woman called on him and stated that her husband 
had recently died, leaving her and four young chil- 
dren in destitute circumstances, and-that she found 
herself obliged, though very reluctantly, to ask for 
aid from the public. He enquired particularly into 
her case, pointed out some modes by which she could 
earn more aud spend less than she then did—told 
her the degrading effect that the reception of the 
public bounty would be likely to have on her own 
mind and ou the future prospects of her children ; 
and finally advised her to try a little longer to sup- 
port her family by her own exertions. She did so; 
struggled hard that winter ; but during the following 
summer she pat some savings in Bank. Aller a

In addition to the arcounts 
of hurricanes aud falling stars heretofore published, 
we lave inthe aunexed account of a letter from the 
vieinity of Hi tson inthis State, the uotice of another 
very unusual occurrence; > 


_“ Woonsurn, NEAR Hopson, Nov. 15. 

“A singular occurrence took ce ou my farm 
some days ago, which has excited a good ‘deal of 
speculation among all who have since visited the spot 
A neautifol and well grown lite wood which you re- 
mem er on the left of the road as you approach the 
house, coutaining about an aere and a half, saddeuly 
sunk down about thirty feet, most part of iit perpen- 
dieularly ; so that where notlou gsince the roots of the 
trees were to all appearance tirmly embedded, the 
topmost branches now peep out. ‘The wood is bount- 
ed by the creek, of which the sides and bottom are 
blue clay. ‘The land near th: bank, from some un- 
explained cause, seems to have given way all aton®, 
aud slid mto the creek ; whic, by the mass thrown 
into it, is so filled up, that from its previous width of 
fifiy feet, with an oveasional depth of twenty, itis re- 
doced to a little rill whieh one might easily jump 
across, a strip of land adjoining the road of about 
thirty feet wide an: of considerable length, has sunk 
straight down, so that where the surface was before 
eee , there is now a perpendicular bank of thirty 
eet. 





Dorasitity or Oak axp Cuesxut. In the 
transactions of the Society of Arts in England, there 
is an account which states that posts of oak and 
others of chesnat were planted in’ Somersetshire.— 
When they had to undergo repair in 18 years, which 
is no longer than oak posts would last in this coun- 
try, the oak posts were found to be unserviceable and 
the chesnut a very litle worn. The oak posts were 
renewed, the chesnut remained, and in twen ty-five 
years aflerwards they were not so imuéh rotied as 
the oak. Iw 1772, a fence was made partly of oak 
posts and chesuut rails, and partly of chesnut posts 
and rails. The trees made use of were of the same 
age, and were what may be termed trees — 
In nineteen years the oak posts had'vn decayed al 
the surface as to need to be strengthened by spurs, 
while the chesnut required no such support. A gate 
post of chesnut, on which the gate had swung for 
fifty years, was found quite po. i when taken up.—
